1 . Claims 1 -6, 8- 1 0, 1 2- 1 3 , 1 5-3 5 are allowable over the prior art of records. 

2. The instant application is deemed to be directed to an unobvious 
improvement over the invention patented JP Pat. No. 10-228355 and US Pat No. 
6,434,643. The improvement features include wherein if the data receiving device 
was unable to receive, a given frame, transmit parts of the given frame again via 
the second transfer during periods of time between the first transfers (claims 1, 12, 
15); a buffer section that periodically transfers the data of frames identified in the 
first table during first transfers and that non-periodically transfers the data of 
frames identified in the second table during the second transfers, the non- 
periodically transfers of data occurring between the periodic transfers of data 
(claims 24, 31). 

3. The reason for allowance of claims 5, 8-9 can be found in previous Office 
Action. 

The remaining claims, not specifically mentioned, are allowed for the same 
rationale from the parent claim by dependency.
